2. Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Owen. 

Owen discloses, in example 1 , an adhesive composition comprising a 
dialkoxysilane functional polyether (see top of col. 10 for structure of SAT30), dibutyltin 
diacetylacetonoate in the amount of the claims, and a primary amino trimethoxysilane in 
the amount of the claims. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Moren. 
Moren discloses adhesive compositions comprising trial koxysi lane functional 

polyurethanes having the molecular weight of the claims (see example 1 and Table 2. 
He adds SilqustM 120 (col. 14, line 50) in about 1.2 wt. % of the adhesive composition, 
and a tin carboxylate catalyst (DABCO T-12) is present in about 0.1 wt. % after 
combining the amount in the polyurethane (example 4 of Table 1) with the amount 
added in col. 14, line 47. 

4. Claims 6 and 10 are objected to for depending on rejected claims.
